New Delhi, the 13th August, 1979. 

Subject.—Export of manufactures and products containing 
50 per cent or less silver. 

F. No, 21/1/79-E. L—Attention is invited to the Exports 
(Control) Amendment Order No. E(C)0, 1977/AM{130) 

dated the 13th August, 1979, on the above subject. 


2. It hia been decided that export of mamfaotwe* and 
product* containing 50 per cent or lea* silver will bo allowed 
“On Merits". Accordingly, the following sub-entry rfiaJ] bo 
made under Serial No. 77 in the Policy Statement at none 22 
of Export Policy, 1979-80 :—

3. The provisions of para 295 of the Hand Book, erf Im¬ 
port-Export Procedure*, 1979-80 will not be applicable to 
any pre-control commitments consequent to thla Public Notice. 
All cases of pre-control commitments will be decided on 
merits, only where the following conditions have been satis¬ 
fied :— 

(i) Advance payment received through an authorised deal¬ 
er in foreign exchange covering the full f. o. b. 
value of the consignment before the date of this 
Public Notice; or 


(ii) Where based on firm contracts, irrevocable letter of 
credit was opened by the foreign buyer and accepted 
by the Indian Bank prior to the date of this Public 
Notice and in which Shipping Bills were passed and 
goods cleared by the Customa but could not be ex¬ 
ported because of thl* Public Notice. 


The exporters concerned should send their claims in pur¬ 
suance of this Public Notice to the regional licensing autho¬ 
rities concerned along with documentary evidence relied upon 
in support of such commitmenU/contract* having been made. 
These documents should be lent by Registered Post AD 
within a period of 15 day* from the date of this Public 
Notice. Cognizance will be taken only of case* where these 
documents have been filed in time and cases in which claims 
are accepted will be given time upto 15 days to effect ship¬ 
ments. Submission of such evidence shall not, however, con¬ 
fer any right on the person concerned to the grant of any 
export licence or permission to export.
